Our East Coast is ono vast deposit of 
fossil woallh ; wo have dense loreate of 
the finest timber, and rojoiL-e in a 
climalo unsurpassed in tlic world for sa- 
lubrily. Wo have rich and cxlcnsivo 
gold fields and veins of the baser miner- 
als which "crop out" on ail sides. Yot thia 
great wealth lies comparlivcly un'.ouched. 
Poor men come to theconnlry, walk ov- 
er their fo'-Lunesand go away again ; ca- 
pitalists visit our shores, inspect our pg- 
BOorcoB, proDonnco themBelves satiafii d 
with their boundless extent and groat 
richness, and 4;hen— follow the poor 
men ont of tl\e ooantry. Why, we are 
many times asked, is "this thus?" 
Beoaoee, we answer, although our 
irealtb is magoiflcent— our gcographi-< 
oal poBition and climate ansurpasBrd. 
and the lew people we have encrgoiic, 
and self-reliant — we want a market. 
Give D3 the ndvantage of a largo and 
increasing market for our native 
wealth — open to us the sonlod door of 
San Francisco and we shall at onco 
Occupy a commanding position, because 
ours, in all that oontributon to make a 
people great and prosperous, is the 
richest country on iho Pacific. Goo^^ra- 
phically, wo are so near to a groat 
market that wo almost touch ii in a 
day's travel ; oommerciully, we are as 
distant as the frozen regions of Alasku. 
We lauguish in the midst of plenty. 
Oar case is nearly parallel with that 
Ot a oompauy ot California miners 
many years ago who, with "swags" of 
gold in their poBseasion, starveii to 
death because there was no food in tbo 
country. The natural wealth of this 
Colony is our swag, but except wa are 
to find an outlet for that wealth, wo 
aboald be belter off without it, because 
its exintenee only creates bright auti- 
oipatiooB that are never realized. With 
the present Ohinese-wall policy of the 
Americans in force against us, it is tbe 
excellence of our products olone that 
gains for tbom an entrance. Without 
Kanaimo coal, San Fcancicco nor any 
of the largo Cidiforniaand Oregon cities 
could be lighted with gas ; and witbo 
out Burrard Inlot or Saanich to 
draw upon for the finest qualities ot 
wood the Eastern ytaioa would bo 
required to furm-'li at an cTibanc" 
«d cost the necoasary article, which 
is only found on the coast in British 
Columbia. Thro v off the prohibitivn 
duties on coal and lumber, luid the Brit- 
ish Columbians would compete, and com- 
pete successfully, with the Amerioaus in 
tbe articles of exportation we have 
named, besides building up, by the in-, 
crease of mines, mills and population, 
large home markets for tbe agricnP crista 
*'\ho, with their products grown on the 
^ spot jonld bid defiance to imported pro- 
ducts even if the latter should cotnu m 
Areeoi duty. Viewed from every ptund' 
point, we really believe that tbe greatest 
good we could possibly derive through 
forming a political onion with our breth- 
ren Bast of the mountains would be our 
sdmissiou to sharoinn treaty of rociorocal 
trade with the United States. It liaa hcen 
said that tho United Stales will never 
consent to reopen her ports to Canadiiui 
goods J but when American Slatesmon 
consider that that is a game two coii 
play at, and that if they can shut Cana- 
dian goods ( ut of their tniuketg Cana- 
dians can drivo Amcricon Ushermcufrom 
their fishing banks, wo fancy ihoy are ot 
too practical a nature to withhold their 
assent to tho renewal of a policy where 
the gain ivou'd he clc vrly mutual.

Cariboo Milling Sumniaryi 

"We regret to learn from the Cariboo 
Sentinel of the 16lh that tbo Hcaroity 
of water ia beginning to bo foil through- 
out tbo Mining District; the agri- 
culturists have boon BnlToriDg eoico 
time from the eaino oaueo, whioh will 
probably reduce QOuaiderably their 
prodoota for the year. The minoB have 
nevertbelesB yielded extremely well 
for the week, some of them eren large* 
ly, 80 that, ii a regular aapply of water 
ooold be obtained, the eztraotion of 
gold would reach a poiat hitherto an" 
attained in this Colony, in its best 
days. Oo William Crook the Six-toed 
Pete J washed up 33ozj the Wilson 113} 
oz, and iho Oornisb lor 3 days 55 oz; 
A Cbineso Co. on the olhor side of the 
Greek 50oz. Tlio Foster Campbell 
washed up 39oz; the Barker l73oz; tba 
Canadian 20oz. Other Compauios wore 
gioand Bluicing by tarus with the little 
stream of water that still wm obtain- 
able, some were putting in prospect 
tunnels. Ou >Vallier Gulch a company 
thought tbey had struck tbo load from 
which the old Oomet Co. took such 
good pay, years ago Stout Guloh 
Btill keeps op its repute. The Tail'vale 
•wasled up 176oz, the Coombs 170}oz, 
the Floyd ll6oz, the Muobo Oro 60oz, 
the other compaaies aro prospecting. 
Corklin Gulch is not yet all that wua 
hofod for it. The Felix Oo. got off tbo 
lead and only washed op 16.z, the 
Benfrew 4Uoz; tho other companios 
are prospecting. The prospectors for 
tho Folix lead on Freqcb Orepk have 
git down to the depth of 120 feet, but 
have found nothing so far. Tho KoUy 
Co. on Lowhee Creek appears to be the 
anly one that cleaned up anything 
during the week, owing to the scarcity 
of water; thoy took out 120oz ; the 
other companies are prospecting. On 
Mosquito Creek a great difforenoo is 
perceptible. Tho Tabb Co. wauhed 
op 44oz, tho Minnehaha only 14oz, and 
the Hookiag Oo. a little over expoDSes; 
the water bad fallen very low that little 
or nothing could be done. Several Cos. 
were proBpooting. The Tom and Jerry 
on Bed Golcb, washed up 30oz ; tho 
other companies were stopped for want 
of water. The Dlacovory Oo, on SUte 
Galob were ground eluioing and expect- 
ed a good wash up. The bed rook 
tunnel on Canadian Creek is now 1582 
feo<; long, and four or fivo of the com- 
panies interested, will bo enabled to go 
to work at once. The Grouse Creek 
Flume Co. washed up 103^ z ; other 
companies wore sinking, drifting or 
preparing to bring in water from Antler 
Creek* On Canon Ravine, Antler 
Croekv Anderson Creek, Little Snow 
Shoo Creek, Keithloy Greek, Cedar 
Creek, Kangaroo Creek, South Fork 
of Qaosnel River, Moorhoad Creek, 
Little Lake Creek, Four Milo Croek, 
Eighteen Mile Creek, Beaver Creek, 
Lightning fOreek, and Eagle Creek 
were to be found the variona compan- 
ies of gold seekers plying the pick and 
shovel, and all satisBed with their pros- 
pects; bat every whore the want of 
water was more or leaa the cause of 
limited operation or a total stoppago 
of Buc h portions of the work as required 
the assietanco of that useful element. 
From iho Sentinel of the l9th instant, 
•we gloan the following results of tho 
wosh ups during the 3 days subsequent 
to tho provioos issue. Tho Barker 
Co. washed up 90oz; the Foster Camp-, 
boll SrT^oz; TaftVale 70oz; Coombs Co. 
50ozj Floyd Col \02oz. The Barker 
Co. washed up again on tho l8th (two 
days) and obtained 50oz. Tbo scarcity 
of water is daily reducing operations, 
and the amount of gold taken out is 
proportionally lose; Miners are gen- 
efally looking for another year like the 
last one: The death of Governor Sey- 
more has created moch regret, and 
great aympathy was every where ex- 
pressed for Mrs, Soymoar. The Grand 
Jury had brought in a true Bill lor 
manslaughter against JosjoPearoe, the 
man who escaped from Jail. Veg*" 
etablea had thriven wonderfully on tho 
the creek and excollont crops of Had^ 
ishcs, lettuce, polaloo'} io. had boon 
produced. Largo supplies of goods 
wore on tho way up, and prices wore 
generally moderate. We regret to ob- 
BOrvo that Mr. F. V. Lee has lost his 
infant daughter a few days old.

Ol a little under 3,000, 
OOO women, holweon 20 nnd 40, in Eug 
land and Wales, 1,2-lSOOl aro uumarri^ 
ed.
